To hear some people tell it, 
the javelina 
stands 
ten 
f e e t 
tall and has a tem per 
like 
a 
short-fused 
stick 
of 
dynamite, 
ready to go off at the slightest 
provocation. 


Probably no o t h e r 
animal, 
certainly none in Texas, has a 
reputation that is blown so far 
out of proportion to its actual 
character. Actually, javelina 
is 
a fairly small creature weigh­ 
ing 40 pounds or less that will 
flee at the first hint of danger. 
There are some people like Au­ 
gust Timmerman, game warden 
at Hondo, who actually run the 
pigs down with dogs and catch 
them alive. 


Timmerman debunks this talk 
about the ferocity of the javeli­ 
na. He says it isn’t vicious at 
all, 


Probably much 
of this 
talk 
can be attributed to the jave­ 
lina’s poor eyesight. Often when 
one whiffs human scent, it will 
take off through the brush, run­ 
ning right at the hunter. This is 
because it can’t distinguish the 
human. 
Naturally, 
the 
hunter 
believes the little animal to be 
“charging” him. Thus the over­ 
blown reputation of the javelina 
gets another follower. 


But despite its dubious repu­ 
tation, the javelina is a sporting 
game animal. They 
are 
quite 
plentiful in the brush country of 
South Texas and it is facinating 
to hunt them in this thorny en­ 
vironment. 


One of the favorite ways to 
hunt javelinas is 
with 
d o g s . 
Since a javelina leaves a dis­ 
tinctive odor behind, 
from 
the 
musk bag on its hip, it can be 
easily trailed by dogs. 


This is about as sure-fire as 
any hunting in Texas. There ane 
people like Timmerman at Hon-j 
do who can line up hunts,“Tot 
$50 per hunter, with two javp- 
linas guaranteed. 


This type of hunting requires 
a trained dog pack, of course, 
and that’s the secret. It doesn’t 
take an experienced dog long to 
get on the track and bring the 
pigs to bay. 
Although the javelina 
season 
runs concurrently with the deer 
season, Nov. 
16-Dec. 31, there 
is no closed season on the pigs 
and there is no limit on the 
number you can 
kill. 
Winter, 
after deer season has closed, is 
the favorite hunting time. Then 
the w e a t h e r is cold, 
which 
makes for 
good dog 
hunting, 
and there is 
no d a n g e r of 
snakes. 
NO CLOSED SEASON 
Counties that have no closed 
season and no specified bag lim­ 
it include 
Crockett, 
Schleicher, 
Menard, 
Sutton, 
Kimble, 
Ed­ 
wards, Uvalde, Medina, F r i o , 
Zavala, Dimmit and Webb with 
the latter six 
being 
the 
best 
possibility. Karnes, Zapata, Jim 
Hogg 
and 
Brooks, 
all 
prime 
javelina counties, have no clos­ 
ed season but do have a hunter 
bag lim it of two per year. 
There 
are 
several 
ways 
to 
hunt javelina. One of the most 
convenient is to hunt them just 
as you would deer, from an el­ 
evated stand. 
Get up on one of these wind­ 
mill - like structures scattered 
through the brush country and 
wait and look. Sooner or later, 
you’ll probably glimpse two or 
more of the pigs stealing into 
the open. 
Another method is stalk hunt­ 
ing. 
To me, this is the most fas­ 
cinating 
method 
of 
all. 
You 
c r e e p stealthily 
through 
the 
brush, always looking, listening 
and smelling. This is one kind 
of hunting where your nose is 
a definite asset. Often you can 
smell the pigs 
or 
hear 
them 
g r u n t i n g and clicking their 
teeth long before you see them. 
Probably more ja v e lin s 
are 
b a g g e d with deer rifles, by 
hunters out after deer, than by 
any other weapon. But actually, 
this is far too much firepower. 
The javelina isn’t a tough ani­ 
mal and it doesn't require much 
bullet to bring one down. 
.22 RIMFIRE PISTOL 
When c h a s i n g 
them 
with 
dogs, most hunters 
prefer the 
ordinary .22 rimfire pistol. They 
move in close 
after 
the 
pigs 
have been brought to bay and 
shoot them in the head. 
For stalk hunting the .22 Mag­ 
num is a suitable cartridge. Al­ 
so quite good is. the .30-30 car­ 
bine, since most shots will be at 
close range and must be made 
quickly, 
before 
the 
pigs 
are 
swallowed by the dense brush. 
The javelina is very quick on 
its feet, for short distances, but 
it doesn’t travel very far in one 
spurt. Often you can stay on 
the trail of a 
herd 
and 
soon 
come upon them again. 


Javelinas are, 
t r a d i t i o n - 
ally, gregarious animals. Usual­ 
ly they’ll wander in 
bands 
of 
five or more 


Despite what you might have 
heard to the contrary, the jave­ 
lina isn’t bad 
to 
cai. 
An old 
boar has a> strong taste, but the 
younger ones are quite delect­ 
able. 


A javelina is best barbecued. 
Its meat tends to 
bt 
dry, as 
does the 
flesh of most 
w i l d 
game, so apply a liberal amount 
of barbecue sauce as you cook.

out on the railroad as me stock 
money one got didn’t even pay 
for the freight. 


We finally sold what we had 
left to Mr. 
Ned 
Puliam 
who 
paid us $4 per cow and moved 
them to Mexico and we threw 
any calves in free. 
This is just 
a 
reminder 
of 
what we might have to expect 
after all these 
rainy 
times. 
I 
think we should 
try 
to 
build 
dams on the Hondo and Seco 
and prepare 
a h e a d for 
any 
drouth disaster which 
m i g h t 
come some day. Maybe Medina 
Dam could be raised about an­ 
other 30 feet to hold more wa­ 
ter for the future. Someday that 
Lake district 
might become a 
real recreation spot if some ten 
million dollars could be invest­ 
ed to place a going town there.
